OTTAWA — The Conservative meeting Wed¬ 
nesday dumped John Dlefenbaker and gave him ( 
another one-year term to hide the fatal wound. 

Today, the Tory leader stfll refuses to be 
dumped, but the course is set to early retirement 

With the likelihood of a leadership convention 
before the end of next year, his traditional caucus 
support is sure to break up as some of its key mem¬ 
bers start their own campaigns for the top job. 

Already, his ordeal at the hands of the meeting 
has affected his ability to function in the Commons, 
where his stature has been undermined by the 
actions of the delegates.

Automotive Journalism can be a 
disillusioning business. After years 
of dewy-eyed enthusiasm, a new¬ 
comer arrive* in the Ctir aad 
Driver office, only to discover that 
moat of what he believed to be 
gospel about cars - is patent non¬ 
sense. 

With barrages of new informa¬ 
tion and qualified opinion pommel¬ 
ing him from all sides, a fair num¬ 
ber of Ms sacred cows are de¬ 
stroyed and he suddenly realizes 
that truly good automobiles are at 
rare as black pearls. 

One of ihe few vehicles that 
survives tMs ruthless criticism, 
without getting tom apart for being 
over-priced, pooorly-made, stupid¬ 
ly-designed or outdated, ia the 
Volvo 1223. 

In this sense the Volvo belongs 
to a very select group. Automo¬ 
tive journalists ate hypercritical, 
yet you’ll travel a fair distance be¬ 
fore you find a professional who 
won't agree that the pride of Gote- 
borg, Sweden, isn't one of the best 
cars in the world and one of the 
biggest bargains to history. 

The Volvo 122S la not the pret¬ 
tiest car known to man, nor is It 
the fastest. But it mey be the 
strongest. "Car of the Year” 
swards and "The World's Seven 
Bast-built Cars” not withstanding, 
the Volvo la possibly the toughest 
veMoie anywhere this aide of the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds (that's 
where the U-S. Government tests 
tanks) and there is a growing le¬ 
gion of happy owners In North 


the frames have been fitted with 
no leas than seven adjustment 
points so that anyone but an ape 
or a midget can (It behind Ihe 
perfectly-positioned steering wheel. 

A screwdriver Is needed to do 
the job, but one nevertheless can 
adjust the bulge In the seat for 
tmaU-ofAhe-back aupport and that 
marks some sort of "first” in the 
science of driver comfort. Volvo 
has also added new heater ducting 
to the rear seat —and that’s a con¬ 
structive step, though even the old 
setup could turn tbs entire Interior 
Into a Bessemer converter at will 
and we wonder why Volvo felt it 
needed improvement.

Unfortunately, 
there am precious few makes that 
share thet distinction.

This ruggednsss ia backed up by 
an alert, aggressive sales and serv¬ 
ice organization that rivals tha 
Volkswagen setup for efficiency. 

It has been storied that various 
Detroit manufacturers have spent 
large sums of money to make car 
doors slam shut with the solid, re¬ 
assuring sound of quality.

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The China Debate 

THE INDICATIONS have been strong that when 
1 the debate, on the seating of Communist China 
In the United Nations begins once more in the General 
Assembly, Canada will advance some definite plan In 
this respect. There have been reports from abroad 
that this country will propose that both Chinas, 
Communist and Nationalist, should have UN repre¬ 
sentation, the former a seat In the Security Council 
and the latter in the General Assembly. 

Whether this is so remains a mystery to the 
Canadian people and Parliament, although the dis¬ 
closure is almost at hand. No doubt it is to pi-eserve 
the confidentiality of International negotiations and 
manoeuvring* that Prime Minister Pearson and 
External Affairs Minister Martin have fended off 
enquiries with roundabout replies. It might for in¬ 
stance have tended to show the nation's hand if when 
Opposition Leader Diefenbaker asked if Canada was 
negotiating with eight other nations to get Red China 
into the UN, Mr. Pearson had answered more posi¬ 
tively than by saying it “was not a fact in those 
terms.” 

But the prime minister has confirmed that Canada 
is working for “universality of membership" hi 
the UN, and also that the government’s attitude is 
summed up in the statement of Mr. Martin on Sept 
23 that “there is a growing opinion in Canada that 
if this (UN) organization is to realize its potential 
capacities, all nations and especially thoae which, like 
continental China, represent a significant portion of 
the world’s population, must be represented here.” 

If this means what it appears to mean, and if in 
the forthcoming General Assembly debate the Cana¬ 
dian delegation takes a stand firmly and unequivocally 
for finding a way to bring the most populous country 
on earth into the world organization, Canada will 
undoubtedly gain respect abroad and at home among 
its citizens. 

Mr. Heward Grafftey, a Conservative MP who 
spent two weeks recently as a parliamentary observer 
a* the United Nations, reported that he found many 
UN delegations puzzled as to Canada's real attitude 
towards China. And so are many Canadians. It was 
only a short time ago, for instance, that Canada voted 
in support of a U.S. motion to keep the Nationalist 
Chinese in and the Communist Chinese out of the 
UN Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization, 
an action seemingly at variance with the “universality 
of membership” theme. 

Canada cannot exercise its most beneficial influ¬ 
ence in international counsels If suspected of being 
two-faced or under the domination of the United 
States at every turn. Hopefully, the 16th annual China 
debate will set the record straight

“For instance, I see no 
reason to suppose that plan¬ 
ning is necessarily ,more 
essential for an underdevel¬ 
oped than fur a fully developed 
country. 

"If they were prepared to 
face the social consequences, 
I dare say the best way in 
which the underdeveloped 
countries of Africa could 
achieve rapid industrialism 
would be by the most rampant 
capitalist methods. 

"I certainly see no evidence 
that Communist planning is

p a r 11 c ularly efficient. But 
equally I think the capitalist 
world has to look closely mt 
the social results of its system 
and a* the s t re ss es , waste and 
deasatfeCactam which it causes. 

"It communism can teach 
capitalism to put the vast 
wealth the latter generates to 
better use. then a marriage 
would be most desirable.” 

Similar sentiments are be¬ 
ing expressed with increasing 
regularity. Coupled with the 
bitter split between Russia 
and Red China, stepped-up 
Soviet-American trad? plans 
and new Soviet Interest in 
nuclear control they are seen 
as the beginning of a major 
adjustment in public thinking 
about the East.

The Leonid 
abower is annual but was especi¬ 
ally spectacular in 1799. 1833 and 
1866, leading astronomers to be- 
lieve it had an intensity 
of about 33 years. 

However, the i .eonids have 
put on disappointing shows since 
1866, perhaps because they were 
drawn from the earth's path by 
the gravitational pull of some 
' larger planet.

Garden Notes 
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On the Shady Side 


By M. V. CHESNVT 

A garden pint shaded by trees or 
buildings presents quite a few problems 
to the home gardener, far most of our 
brightest and more colorful plants 
require at least a modicum of sunshine 
to perform satisfactorily. I have written 
several times listing and describing 
flowers which will thrive under shaded 
woodland conditions; selecting- shrubs 
for such an aspect k a bit more 
difficult, but there are a few which do 
surprisingly wed! In the shaded garden. 

One good choice k pieris fieri bunria, 
once listed under the name Andromeda 
and often ric teamed Wy of tie valey 
bush. This is a shapely evergreen shrub 
of considerable decorative value, and 
extremely hardy. It has small oval 
glossy leaves, and its ultimate height is 
around five feet, which brings It within 
the scope of even a email garden. The 
short heads of fragrant white flowers — 
resembling lily of the valley — ere 
produced abundantly in March and 
April.

Its cousin, pieris japonic*, k just as 
pleasing, with somewhat larger glossy 
foliage, and k an Ideal choice in spots 
where the smoke and fames from mills 
and other industrial plants make it 
difficult to grow other shrubs. Both 
pieris revs! in a moist soli free from 
lime, and it Is a good idea to 


Incorporate plenty of peait moss or 
ieafmould in the planting site, as for 
rhododendrons. i 

Sklmmia is a nicely compact ever¬ 
green shrub which actually prefers a 
shaded site. This one, also, has glossy 
laurel-like leaves which are remarkably 
resistant to smog and industrial fames; 
these leaves have a moat pleasing 
aromatic fragrance when crushed. In 
spring it bean stiff branahfete of white 
bloss o m clusters, snd these are folowed 
by brilliant red berries which are often 
retained writ into the winter. 

* * * 

Skimmia japonica, the most com¬ 
monly planted variety, oomes in 
separate male and female bushes; only 
die females produce berries, and then 
only when a male bush is nearby for 
pollination. I imagine it might be 
possible to gat berries on a lone female 
by spsaying the open blossoms with a 
tomat o s e t ting hormone spray, as k 
sometimes done (or female hoflies. The 
■klmmiaa grow to a height of three to 
five feat, with about the same spread. 

Nesriy all Mm members of the 
barberry flamiiy do weH under wood?and 
conditions, and two of them are special 
favorites of mine: berb«k dsewbai snd 
mabanis squtfalium. Darwin’s barberry, 
if unrestrained, will grow to a height of 
eight feet but can be held at almost any 
size you like by pr u n in g lightly and 


annually. It has glossy dark green 
leaves rather hke holly, and the clusters 
of orange flowers are borne profusely fri 
May, followed by purple berries which 
make a detioious jelly.

Mahonia aquifobum makes a shrub 
three feet tag with a four-foot spread, 
while Its cousin, mahonia japonica 
beali, is a little larger. Both are 
commonly known as Oregon grape, with 
shiny dark gr een foliage that turns 
bronze or red in autumn. Yellow 
blossoms are borne In lets winter and 
early spring, and these have a delirious 
lily of the valley scent. 

AH file flowering current burim do 
well in shade, and one at them, ribes 
alpinum. Is about the best hedge plant I 
know for a shaded location. Ribes 
aureum has yellow blossoms and is 
noted for the rich coloring of Hr autumn 
foliage, while a fairly new hybrid. 
Pul borough aoarlst, is about the beat of 
the red-flowered kink. 

For a touch of farmsMty In to* 
shaded garden, plant either the grasn or 
the golden Irish yew; thsas give an ak- 
of quiet dignity to the surroundings 
without domkwting the soene too much 
he yews wS do well in almost any 
kind of soil but they resent a 
wateriogged position and good drainage 
The yewes frill do weH in almost any 
they will hot tolerate soot or knduafctsl 
fumes.
